The corporation owes 
the Bank of Ireland, $900,003. It 
owes $250,000 as its share of the up- 
keep of the city and county work- 
house. It owes $216,000 for housing 
done by contract up to date and will 
owe $450.00) when the work is An- 
ished and it cannot meet its pres- 
ent liabilities. It owes a substantial 
sum for work done by contract for the 
electricity department and cannot 
Lorrow to pay. It owes a substaii- 
tial sum for waterworks reservoir 
contract for work done and cannot 
borrow to pay.

One of the most remarkable tests 
reported by Dr. Benedict was endured 
in Boston under his persona! direc 
tion by R. Levanzin, a Maltese edf- 
tor, from April 14 to May 13, 1912, 
thirty-one days. The man volun- 
teered to undergo the fast and came 
from Malta especially for that pur- 

He wee a normal man, 40 year 
old. He was given only distilled wa- 
ter. For the first ten days he did 
not crave food or show any ap- 
Preciable loss of weight or vitality. 
xcept on the twenty-first and twen- 
ty-seco days, when he suffe 
slight pains in the muscles, there was 
no distreas, Dr. Benedict reports, and 
when the time was up. his physical 
condition, except for a slight loss of 
weight, was nearly normal. 

Levanzin, the report said, on the 
last day of the fast, was eager to 
continue without food, but was not 
permitted to do so. On the fast 
day he was able to climb down a 
steep flight of ten steps without in 
effects The fast was broken with 
lemons, grape juice, rice and honey. 
When the fast was broken the sub- 
ject suffered slight intestinal pain, 
but apart from that and a loss in 
weight, he was unharmed.

Halboa was an adventurer, with 
the passions of the gambler, the drunkard 
end the spen‘thrift; yet as he gathered 
power and authority he indicated prudence, 
fedgment and foresight. He was a regular 
Scout and now California has a delchtful 
beach and a guerded bay named alter him.

At this hour, when the nation is at the turn of the road, when policies 


te direct the republic for the next century are to be détermined, when issues 


that have for the weal or woe of one hundred and twenty million people are 
to be settled. we find Gov. Cox rending the air with cries of “slush fund. 
“somebody ought to be in the penitentiary,” etc., in the language of the 
scolding fish-wife, and performing the pranks of a monkey-on-a-stick. It 
is the Cox way. . 

Gov. Cox must presume on the ignorance of his audiences. In one 
effort he declares that if he is elected President we shall have peace in sixty 
daye—or was it minutes? Just how he is going to bring this about when 
President Wilson is unequal to the task, he does not explain. He cannot. 
He leaves that to the imagination of those who listen to his tirades. It is 
Cons way. 

“He is an opportunist to the sublimated degree. In an address to an 
Irish audience the other day, he told them if he was elected he would plead 
for Irish independence before the League of Nations. With the nonacceptance 
of the Versailles Treaty, which President 8 pesca. and with which 
Cox is supposed to be in harmony (if it is possible to tie him to any propo- 
sition) just when is he going to appear before the League, and how? He 
allows his auditors to figure that out. It is Cox's way. 

He says if chosen he will select a dirt“ farmer for Secretary of Agri- 
culture, leaving the impression that the Republicans had no use for that 
sort of official. when the fact is that Tama Jim” Wilson, who occupied 
the pest under the administrations of McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft, was 
a “dirt” farmer. But that doesn’t worry Cox. The average auditor doesn t 
know the facts. It is Cox s way. | 

When he blatahtly announced that the Republicans were trying to buy 
the electidn with a “slush” fund, he placed the amount at $100,000,000. 


He then dropped it to $50,000,000, then to $30,000,000, and finally to 


$15,.000,000—and he couldn't prove that. He sent his Chicago manager, 
the temperamental Ed H. Moore. to Chicago, to tell what he (Cox) knew 
about it. It turned out that Moore somewhere had heard that a certain 
list (that had never been adopted) called for the collection of something 
half that sum. : 
The statements under oath of Republican Chairman Hays were to the 
effect that it was hoped to raise about $3,000,000 for the legitimate ex- 
penses of the campaign; and in view of the fact that with equal suffrage there 
will be not less than 30,000,000 voters to reach. that amount of money was 
not considered extravagant. And Senators Reed and Pomerene, both 
Democrats, agreed with Hays. Did Cox manfully acknowledge his mis- 
take? He did not, but goes about the country peddling his mendacious 
tement. It is Cox's way. 
7 At the San Francisco 1 his manager. Moore, ran over McAdoo, 
Palmer and others, creating the impression (for the benefit of the delegates 
only) that he was independent of President Wilson and his administration. 
In fact. one of his chief arguments was that he was running free of that in- 
fluence, and the friends of President Wilson among the candidates were 
put to the sword. Within forty-eight hours after his nomination Cox 
footed it to Washington to make his peace with the President. With the 
nomination secure, he needed President Wilson and his friends in his cam- 
paign, and he lost no time to assure the sick man at the White House that 
really nothing was intended by the savage tactics of his campaign me nager 
and his backers, Murphy. Brennan, Taggart, Marsh, id omne genus. It is 
Cox's 
res of Netienk and insists that the docu- 
ment must not be weakened in any way by the Senate. This is the Wilson 
view. He conveyé the impression that it might be changed, but neglects 
to state in what particular. The particular alterations in the covenant are 
the source of contention between President Wilson and the Senate, and 


Cox offers no solution. If he were statesman enough to declare for a fixed. 


policy. he might lead the way in the consideration of the agreement between 
the other nations, but he contents himself with saying-that he is for it, but 
with no radical changes, without telling us what would be considered radical 
changes. By this barrage of gas he hopes to hold the votes of those who 
ate for an unamended League and those who want it changed before being 
accepted. He hopes to catch the covenant coon both coming and going. 
It is Cox's way. 

Gov. Cox is not saying a word about prohibition. He is allowing the 
dear people to guess what his position is. It is no argument with him that 
in every campaign in which he was a candidate for Governor of Ohio, he 
had the financial and voting support of the wets. He doesn't tell the dear 
people that in 1918, but for the radical temperance views of Hon. Frank 
B. Willis, who lost Hamilton cougty, that Repubilean stronghold in Ohio. by 
17,000 majority. he would not have been elected the last time to the Gov- 
ernorship, and his Presidential boom would never have been born. He doesn't 
mention that when, in 1916, he was a catididate for re-election as Governor, 
when he entered the race (to help Wilson as he put it,) that Wilson had 
over 200,000 majority in Ohio, and Cox had a measly 6000. He doesn't 
mention the fact that but for the bickerings of Republicans in Ohio he 
would have never been elected in any campaign, and that but for the fact 
that he was backed by the liquor interests he would not have won at all. 
It is Cox's way. The voters in Ohio know all about that, but those outside 
dont. Let them grope in ignorance, says Cox. It is his way. 

The taking of a collection among the liquor interests in Ohio for Cox 
is an old story there. It always centered in Cincinnati, Columbus, Dayton 
(Cox's home) and Cleveland, with every whisky man in the State adding 
his mite. But it would not be safe in this campaign to openly avow friend- 
ship for whisky, so Cox adds the cap-sheaf to his record of double-dealing 
by placing George White, a Democratic anti-saloon man, at the head of the 
Democratic National Committee. Cox doesn't tell the veople, while he is 
prating about honesty in the elections, that in one of his Ohio campaigns 
for Governor, the chairman of his committee, William ]. Finley, got into a 
jam with the law in regard to the conduct of the contest. and was fined a 
round sum, while Cox, the beneficiary of the scheme, stood back and 
laughed at the troubles of the chairman. That is also Cox's way. 

But readers.of Cox's speeches will look in vain for any open com- 
mendation of the administration of President Wilson. He is smart enough 
to know that it reeks in the nostrils of the people. He understands that 
unless he can steer the thinking voters away from the consideration of the 
record made the past seven years he is lost, so he indulges in sarcastic 


innuendo, unfair insinuations, and hopes to fool enough of the people to elect. 


him President. In that respect James Middleton Cox is the most dangerous 
candidate for the Presidency that has ever appealed to the American people 
for their votes. - 

He suggests that the people can be bought; that millions have been 
raised to corrupt them; that when he is elected President he is going to bring 
about immediate peace, and the ratification of the covenant with no ex- 
cision of any of its important features. Like President Wilson he forgets 
that the American Senate exists, and that thirty-three votes are enough to 
reject the covenant. He knows that there is no possible chance to ratify the 
unamended Versailles Treaty. but he insists that he is going to bring it about 
in some mysterious way. He will possibly abolish the Senate, for that is 
the only way he can carry out his hinted program. That is the Cox way. 

Is he in favor of Article Xx He doesn't say. Is he in favor of the 
voting power of six to one held by Great Britain against the United States? 
He is silent as the grave on that subject. He talks about the disarmament 
of nations, but just how he is going to carry that out he allows us to im- 
agine. In a word, he paints a pretty picture of what will happen to the 
world when he becomes President, forgetting that governments even as 
men are greedy and ambitious and covetous and caHous to the ideal. He 
wants us to enter this national bund which is to exemplify the miracle of 
the ages, and introduce concrete realization of the prophet's dream of a 
time when the lion and the lamb shall lie down together; but he offers 
no plans and specifications as to how it is to be done. It is the Cox way. 

We mistake the temper of the intelligent voters of this republic if they 
allow themselves to be fooled by any political mountebank. The fever 
called Wilsonism has ended at last. The Constitution given to the Ameri- 
can people is about to function again; the day of one-man government is 
passing; the regnant idea of Americanism, pure and unadulterated, is about 
to assume its lawful place, and political ballyhoo artists must retire. The 
voters want a man and a party honest enough to tell the people squarely 
what they propose doing at this crisis in our national affairs. It is the 

way. It is not Gov. Cox's, — 2 
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GEORGIA POLITICAL CYCLONE, 
Gov. Cox and his political sponsors 
cannot avoid reading the handwriting on 
the wall in the result of the Georgia State 
Primary. Tom Watson, one of the most 
embittered of the antiadministration lead- 
ers in the Democratic party, has beaten the 
Cox-Wilson candidate for the United States 
Senate by a vote of about four to one. Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith carried but forty county 
units, while Watson bagged more than 200 
of them. 
Georgia is so overwhelmingly Democratic 


that Watson's election to the Senate is 


practically assured. The repudiation ap- 
plies alike\to the President and to Gov. 
Cox; for Watagn wa opposed by a strictly 
administration didate. If Gov. Cox were 
popular with his party it ig hardly to be 
conceived that the Democrats of Georgia 
would have shown such scant regard for 
his wishes in the selection of a United 
States Senator. 

If the Georgia election can be taken as 
a criterion the wall that Gov. Cox has been 
making about campaign expenses is awak- 
ening little sympathy and a great deal of 
disgust. “Marse Henry” Watterson made 
the prophecy some months ago that several 
Southern States would go Republican this 
fall. Judging by the rebuke that the Wil- 
sen-Cox ticket received in Georgia it is 
possible that “Marse Henry” was right. 


HE GROUND FLOOR. ; 

People who are not yet prepared to 
build a home are at least taking the first 
step. They are buying the lot. The move- 
ment in vacant lots in Los Angeles is more 
spirited than it has been during the last 
‘eight years. Asa matter of fact, the vacant 
lot is practically the only thing that has not 
doubled in priee since the war and there 


are stilPsome empty homesites that may be 


had at ante-bellum figures. Thrifty men 
and women are beginning to realize this 
fact and are buying. Labor and building 
materials are high, but they will make sure 
of the lot at existing figures and will build 
when they can. 

There is no boom at all in the real estate 
business. It is an honest-to-goodness ap- 
plication of the law of supply and demand. 
People understand that, with the instability 
of rents and leases, home-owfiing has be- 
come almost imperative. There ts no use 
in worrying over the home bargains that 
were available a couple of years ago. When 
the cost of building material doubled even 
the ancient and battered hulk of a genera- 
tion ago began to take a new value. It was 
at least a roof and people were fighting for 
roofs to cover their heads. Now all the old 
bargains are gone and it is difficult to se- 
cure the men and materials desired for 
new construction. But the vacant lot may 
stilt be obtained and, except in certain fa- 
vored sections, at no great advance in price. 

So it is that in the great city and its trib- 
utaries hundreds of lots are changing hands 
every day. Desirable corners that appar- 
ently remained undesired during the lean 
years are now being snapped up—not mere- 
ly by investors, but by prospective home- 
builders. Few lots are being sold to spec- 
ulators. They are going into the hands of 
those who actua@y intend or expect to build 
houses thereon. They are being bought 
because they are still cheap and are ac- 
quired by those who Want them for their 
own use. They will develop into real homes 


when building arrangements can be made. | 


Prospective home-builders ehould grab 
now, while the grabbing is still good. It 
won't do to wait until the speculators get 
heavily into the game. Then it will be 
found that even the humble vacant lot can 
burst into a 100 per cent advance along 
with rents and bacon.

change. progress, adaptability to 
new ideas, enterprise and per- 
sonality are all good and desir- 
able conditions. Variety is the spice 
of life, and we doubt not that the 
attitude of mind necessary to keep 
abreast of the fashions and adapt 
them to individual personality and 
purse has pleyed an important part 
in developing womén, developing 
their enterprise, self-confidence, 
moral res ponsibility—yes, and even 
their intellects. 

Albeit the comic journals usually 
featured suffragettes as hard-faced, 
masculine-attired, strenuous and for- 
bidding females, we know very well 
that the chic-tailored, well-groomed 
dame with a nice sense of style has 
done as m for the attainment of 
the Nineteehth Amendment as any 
dowd can claim. But even the hard, 
masculine style of attire affected by 
a few of the ardent and extreme 
pioneers is a fashion which must 
have had an essential effect on their 
characters, aided their belligerent 
personalities and played its impor- 
tant part in the less attractive side 
of the fight.

ASQUITH'S POLICY. 

Tt always has been the Asquith 
political policy to keep the other 
side so busy defending itself against 
his attacks that it would have no 
time to attack him. 

Lioyd George never has seemed 
to mind attacks very much and has 
found it possible usually to nullify 
them by merely making statements, 
without much regard to the facta 
behind these statements. There is 
fire and magnetiam in the Lloyd 
George presence, there is much jess 
in that of Mr. Asquith, but to the 
American observer he would seem 
to be the shrewder politician of the 
two. The mere fact that circum- 
stances do not suppert this view 
makes no difference——its growth in 
an American mind cannot be 

neither man is there an 
thing the nature of what might 
be termed the love of his county 
men. Both are earnestly admired 
on all sides. The Englishman has 
the ability to admire the man whom 
he opposes—-ah ability fett out of 
the American mind to a very great 
extent. But neither can be said to 
have really achieved the affections 
of hie fellow-countryman as many 
Americans have achieved the affec- 
tlons of theirs. 

This probably is due to the fact 
that no one, so far as I have been 
able to find out, ever has gone to the 
extravagant extreme of charging 
either one with sincerity of purpose 
or unselfishness. That two men so 
frequently obviously insincere and 
upon nearly all occasions so earnest- 
ly selfish could have achieved lead- 
ership in a nation of which one 
characteristic is sincerity whether 
or not another is unselfishness is an 
amazing thing. Altrulem and ideal- 
jem are as far from the minds of 
those two men as they ever were 
from any mind although it must be 
understood that when thie te said 
nothing critical tle intended. Neither 
ie a kus ve, or even by hie bitterest 
enemies actually is believed to be a 
knave, but to both ere forgiven all 
sorts of things because they are po- 
liticlane which I am quite spre 
never would be forgiven to an 
American politician. 

The political procedure of both 
the Prime Minister and his prede- 
cessor frequentiy have been of 
character which even those Amer't- 
can politicians who in the past have 
hesitated not at dishonesty would 
not stoop to. Trickery of the most 
flagrant kind has ever been a con- 
stant weapon in the hands of each. 
But to call either one dishonest in 
the sense of the word in which it is 
used in the United States would be 


an offense against all England. Now]

BOTH ARE HARD UP. 

Mr. Asquith left the Premiership 
in almost pltiful financial distress 
and during the war had hard sied- 
ding in his efforts to maintain the 
sort of an existence to which he and 
his family hed been accustomed. 
The f that Mrs. Asquith has been 
writing Ber reminiscences for pay is 
not due to any desire on the part of 
that lady to achieve literary fame 
Frankly, the Asquiths have needed 
the Money. 

And when Lioyd George leaver 
Downing street he will not retire to 
an oMfuent old age. During his lone 
period of office he has lived very 
modestly, keeping his expenses down 
to the lowest possible limit, Spend 
ing practically nothing upon him- 
self, and when his term of office is 
over he will need to live still more 
modestiy if he keeps within his per- 
sonal income. The gift of a summer 
residence for the British Premier 
was a necessary thing. The Pre 
mier's salary is not large and hie ex- 
penses are of necessity enormous.

This con- 
sists of enormous growths of papy- 
rug and other plants, completely cov- 
ering the streams and forming car- 
pets of vegetation two or three feet 
thick, beneath which flows the wa- 
ter. Navigation by smal! boats is, 
of course, prevented by this obstruc- 
tion, which is in places supplemented 
by vines and overhanging plants that 
arch the streams from bank to bank. 
Heavy floods occasionally sweep

LOADS TOO LARGE. 
Weary ‘Trafic Trucks re Mand on 


Heavy motor 5 with the 
enormous leads they carry, are 
playing havoc with paved roads all 
ever the country. Communities that 
cheerfully assumed the cost of high- 
way improvement are making loud 
and angry outery. Roads that were 
ed to remain in good condition 
for a decade with but slight expense 
for upkeep, are being ruined-in « 
by the trucks, The 
present highwey improvements were 
not planned for the enormous trucks 
that are already in use and growing 
more numerous all the time. They 
were designed to carry the lighter 
loadsa, common in the ordinary traf- 
fie in the country. The base under 
the paving was designed for 4 me, 
dium load, the paving itself was put 
in 2 for light use. Had there 

N ot the heavy truck 
— its ſoada the base and the pav- 
ing each would have been changed 
by engineers. 

The moter trucks have come and 
they are here to stay. Next year 
there will be mere of them, and 
the next year still more. They will 
be in use more and more as com- 
munitigs and commerce adjust mat- 
tere to the truck as a real factor. 
One county in Indiana has suggested 
a toll gate system, the trucks han- 
dling freight for hire, to pay a fee 
for the use of the road. Probably 
that ie the wrong way. Probably in 
time, we shall have to construct 
highways and maintain them with 
the heavier trafic in view. 

It f not pleasant for the farmers 
to ese tacir new road eut te pieces 
and ruined by the trucks, but the 
trucks have won a place and a big 
one, Ther ere hére to stay, and the 
task ie to meet the condition they 
have created. They are 0 extreme- 
ly useful for quick transfer that we 
shall be using them more and more 
each season. But the truck problem 
is one already pressing for solu- 
tion. Meantime the paved highways 
are suffering.—(Ohio State Journal, 


THE MANGO INDUSTRY. 

The office of foreign seed and plant 
introduction of the United States 
Department of Agriculture has as- 
pembied, through the work of its ex- 
plorers and through exchange with 
the British East Indian departments 
of agriculture, one of the largest 
collections of selected mango va- 
rieties in the world.

Some of these have scarcely more 
fiber in them than a freestone peach 
and can be cut open lengthwise and 
eaten as easily with a spoon as & 
Rocky Ford cantaloupe They have 
an indescribably agreeable aroma 
reminiscent of pineapples. The 
mango tree, when it is in bearing, 
is a gorgeous sight, for it Ie a large 
long-lived tree and the golden-yel- 
low. fruits as they hang in greht 
clusters from the dark green foliage 
make one of the great tropical plant 
sights of the world.4[Indianapolis 
News.

Some of 
these animals had become so tame and 
confiding that they entered the yards ot 
residences in the foothills. A man must 
either be thoughtless by habit, or cruel bp 
nature, if he can, with indifference, cut the 
throat of a deer that looks at him with 
limpid, wondering eyes. If this sort of 
thing was called “butchery,” or murder,“ 
some might hesitate, but it is, of course 
“sport.” Indeed, the word “sport” in En- 
glish, has come to mean mainly the taking 
of animal life—of shedding blood. It is 
sport for some men, but it is often agony 
for animals. It is not the killing, or even 
the preceding terror of the chase, that 
hurts so much, but the slow torture, when 
the animals are wounded, perbaps with a 
broken limb, and crawl away into the brush 
te die inch by inch of burning fever, un- 
able to reach a cooling spring to quench 
their thirst. : 


Hunters rarely think of these things. 
Men who do this are not naturally cruel, 
any more than bu are naturally 
cruel. Many of them are tender pents 
and fond husbands. In Furope delicate la- 
dies break the wings of trapped doves and 
Others have done it for

They do not think for themselves, but take 


is the natural arbiter over the destinies of 
the “lower animals.” They have also been 
taught to believe that the flesh of these.

Quite simt- 
lar was the experience of Edward A Salis- 
bury, who recently described his travels in 
Central and South America. He wrote: 
“From Balboa we made a southern trip to 
Guyaquil, Ecuador, and visited the Quito 
from 


her arms and grabbed a limb about twenty- 
five feet down. With her free hand, she 
reached over her shoulder and lifted a lit- 
tle monkey that was clinging to her back, 
and placed it on the limb. Then, she re- 
leased her hold, and fell dead at my feet. 
This experience cured me for all time of 
killing monkeys.”

ANY people are thoroughly discour- 
M aged with irying te grow house plants 

when they might enjoy healthy and 
beautiful specimens by observing a few 
simple rules. You cannot take any plant 
you have and keep it just where vou would 
most like it for effect without rerard to 
what it most needs. Many cannot thrive 
without sunshine, while others require lit- 
tle or none. 

Every plant needs plenty of light. and 
nearly all a little sun; and if they do not 
met ft, Il health and death will ensue. 
Scarcely a single pot plant requires or will 
endure the same exposure or aspect through 
the year: some will survive the sunshine of 
— but quickly succumb to the uninter- 

ted summer sun. Give them plenty of 
~~ air every day, even in winter. leave 
the doors and windows open as much as 
poesilie, but do not allow a strong, cold 
draft to strike across tender plants. 

Exercise care in watering. Hundreds of 
fine plants are runed by daily waterings 
Water thoroughly, a generous soaking. n. 
inc un the pot three or four times, about 
five minutes apart. Then let them rest for 
several days, or until the earth gets dry 
on top. A better plan for watering is to 
stand the pots in a vessel of water for 
from ten to twenty minutes. Always give 
good drainage. even in small pots, using a 
piece of broken pot, small stones or. better 
still. charcoal. Many claim it is impdssible 
to keep p' ‘ts healthy where gas is used 
for lighting. but such is not the case. If 
your gas xt res do not leak, plants will 
not be harmed; it they do leak, it is a poor 
place to keep your family. Try to keep 
your plants from sudden changes or ex- 
tremes of temperature.

Acetylene Light fer Plants. 

In a recent series of expériments sweet 
peas under the influence of acetylene light 
llossomed five weeks earlier than those not 
receiving the light. Easter lilies also re- 
sponded promptly to the effects of the 
light. On the other hand, tomatoes, pole 
beans and leeks showed little, if any, re. 
sponse to the light. The results secured 
with root crops were inconclusive. It is 
concluded that with some special crops 
acetylene light will prove of undoubted com- 
mercial value. It is the nearest to being 
a complete substitute for sunlight that the 
author has found. 


Fighting Fungi. 

The spray pump has b@come a necessity 
in all well-ordered gardens, more especially 
for warfare against fungus diseases, by the 
use of Bordeaux mixture. An application of 
this combination of copper sulphate and 
lime is not only a cure, but.a preventive of 
fungi in nearly all forms. Aside from its 
value in checking or preventing disease, it 
appears to act as a tonic on many plants 
not in robust health. The only point that 
man be urged eguinst its free use ig that it 
adheres to the foliage for some time and is 
rot of a particularly pleasing shade of color. 
Its benefits, however, far outweigh its un- 
sichtliness, and. such materials, as a rule, 
need be used but once a year.

Annual Flowers. 

We w annual flowers for the ornamen- 
tation of the front or side yards. Flowers 
are especially adapted to these purposes. 
There are some which will bloom in one 
location all summer long, but are no good 
for cut flowers: some which grow tall and 
rank and make fine cut flowers for the vase, 
and some that will serve a double purpose. 
Flowers that are intended for cutting, how- 
ever, should be grown in a location where 
the beds will not look unsightly after the 
flowers are cut, as they would in the gen- 
eral scheme of the yard proper.

Ceratonia 
siliqua. tho St. John’s bread, is another ex- 
cellent tree, as is the sugar gum (Eucalyp- 
tus coryrocalyx) and aimost any of the 
acacias except the blackwood (A. melanoxy- 
lon.) A most valuable tree for the desert 
is a native of the same and goes by the 
common name of “palo verde,” the Parkin- 
sonia aculeata of betaniets. 


Rest Pot Piants. 

House plants that have flowered should 
be given a rest and not encouraged to go 
on blossoming. Assist them to recuperate. 
Do not give rich soil or large amounts of 
water, for these induce vigorous growth. 
The plants should remain as nearly dor- 
mant as is consistent with goed health. Cut 
back well, prune into something like sys- 
tematical form and keep watch of them as 
growth is made. Pinch back when it seems 
necessary to do so to secure good form.

Preserving Hollow Trees. 

Mten a valuable lawn or roadside tree is 
tound io be hollow and decaying rapidly, 
and unless somethifig is done to preserve 
it, it will not last long. We have seen trees 
preserved as follows: Remove all unsound 
and decaying wood with a chisel until the 
sound wood ig exposed. Mix one part Port-

It is rec- 
ommended to treat the exposed wood, inside 
the cavity. with a solution of one pound 
copper sulphate in five gallons of water be- 
fore putting in the cement.

Die of this kind, but in the summer months 
they are inclined to think it ts due to some 
other cause. Colds start with an infamma- 
tion of the mucus membrane of the nasal 
. which cause a discharge from one 

or both nostrils. This discharge is at first 
clear and watery but as the disease ad. 
vances into the so<alled catarrhal stage, 
it soon becomes cloudy, sticky, may contain 
yellow flakes and has a tendency to clog up 
the nasal passages and thicken into a 
cheesy mass. The accumulation of this 
yellowish, cheesy matertal in the nasal pas- 
sages produces a marked swelling of the 
head beneath the eyes and this is the stage 
of the disease commonly called “swelled 
head” or “roup.” The inflammation may 
extend from the nasal passages to the 
eus membrane of the eyes and mouth, 
producing first s reddening and later the 
formation of masses of cheesy exudate. 
Other symptoms are wheezing, coughire, 
treathing with open mouth, te. ‘These lat- 
ter rymptpms are especially noticeable 
when fowls are roosting at night. Acute

cured. Tincture of fodine will not injure 
the eyes. 

Another summer trouble in fowls 1s from 
round worms. This is shown by poor con- 
dition, unthriftiness and in many cases 
weakness in the legs. The worms merely 
sap the vitality of the birds and lower their 
resistance. It is particularly noticeable 
among pullets. If many of the birds show 
this condition it would pay well to kill one 
of them and examine the intestines dene? 
to see if there are any round worms pres- 
ent. if not, the above mentioned tonic, 
which has been preceded by a dose of ep- 
som salts, one pound to six quarts of water 
for 100 mature birds, will probably bring 
— 3 back into good condition satisfac- 

If round worms are found tobacco dust 
should be fed in the mash at the rate of 
two pounds to 100 pounds of mash. This 
tobacco dust is mixed thoroughly with the 
mash and the mixing will be done for 
poultrymen, if requested, by a number of 
houses handling poultry feeds. If not, the 
owner can purchase the tobacco dust and 
mix his own. This mash with tobacco dust 
should be fed for a period of three weeks, 
after which the mash its continued without 
the tobacco dust for a week. The tobacco 
dust is then repeated for another period of 
three weeks. Usually two treatments of 
this kind are sufficient although a third 
treatment can be given. This is very mer 
pensive and will not harm the birds in any 


way. 

It ig sometimes desirable also to give the 
birds a dose of salts at the conclusion of 
the first three weeks, during which they 
have received tobacco dust in the above- 
mentioned proportions. Treatment of this 
kind will undoubtedly put the birds in con- 
dition to stand up well under the laying sea- 
son which will begin during the fall. 


KEEP WATER COOL. 

During hot weather keep drinking foun- 
tains and other watering devices for poul- 
try in shady places. Not only does 
shade keep the water cooler, but it results 
in less evaporation. Whether the drinking 
receptacle is in the shade or not may de 
termine whether poultry have plenty of 
water to drink or whether they go thirsty 
until the attendant notices the lack of wa- 
ter. Successful poultry management de. 
pends on many details, of which the proper 
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deal of damese The can 
ners have sifered because they had vast 
sume of money tied up in canned olives, for 
which they could not find a ready market. 
But they all shouldered the burden and 
there has been a steady thcrease in the de- 
mand for canned ripe dlives every week and 
it will soon be normal. The canners willl 
be rid of the greater part of their pack be- 
fore the new season begins and those who 
are not will probably be helped over their 
financial difficulties, for there is no doubt 
but that all they hold and cat the coming 
year will be sold.” 


MONSTROUS WALNUT. 
POMONA.—Fred B. Palmer of Walnut, 


one of the leading growers of that section, 
brought to the Pomona Chamber of Com- 
merce a few days ago what is believed to be 
the largest walnut grown. He says that he 
has a number of six-year-old Placentia 
Perfection trees that are bearing a crop, 
all of which are nearly as large as the spect- 
men brought in. The walnut tn the husk 
is larger than a turkey egg, while the ave- 
rage green walnut burr is only about the 
size of a hen's egg. or — half as large. 
Mr. Palmer predicts a below normal crop 
of especially high quality this season. 


REACH OUT FOR PICKERS. 
BRAWLEY.—K. D. Oliver, manager of 
the Imperial Valley Cotton Growers’ Asso- 
clation, has opened offices here and has 
begun his campaign to bring 15,000 cotton 
pickers to the valley to take care of this 
year’s huge crop. Contracts have been 
made by the association for the importa- 
tion of Mexican laborers and they are now 
arriving from over the border. 


TOO MANY CANTALOUPES. 

TURLOCK.—Because of the large number 
of home grown cantaloupes produced in vari- 
ous western centers, local farmers raising 
the melons gave up shipping on August 27. 
whep there were at least 500 more cars of 
the fruit on the vine. The distributors 
figured the melons were being marketed at 
a loss. The total shipments for the sea- 
son were 3760 cars.

ABBIT raisers are’ more and 
more attention to the b ing and se- 
lection of better does. It is well to 

have good bucks, but the rabbit man who is 


raising his stock for the market, and wants 


fast-growing stock knows he must have the 
right kind of does or bis business will not 
be a success. 

The pri requisite of a good doe is the 
ability to bear and nurse a@ large family, and 
the nursing consideration is the most im- 
portant. Some does bear , large litters— 
nine to twelve—but cannot raise more than 
half of these. Until they are two weeks old 
the young rabbits depend for their susten- 
ance upon the milk of the doe, being unable 
to take other nourishing food except a bite 
of alfalfa here and there. It is during the 
first two weeks that the young rabbit gets 
his start. Whether he will have a large 
frame and dress out at a profitable weight 
at four months depends upon this nursing 
period—upon his dem, in fact.

Does greatly vary in their milk capacity. 
They generally give birth to more rabbits | 
than they can take care of. This is na- 
ture's way of keeping up the species. in 
the wild state, many of the young fall prey 
to animals before they are a month old, and 
thus the litter is reduced to a size that the 
doe can well take care of. 

It is the duty of the rabbit raiser to in- 
spect the litter of the doe, to know her milk 
capacity by previous litters, and, when the 
young are two or three days old, decide 
how many she <an well nurse. A normal 
doe cannot take care of more than seven

young, and take care of them right. Rapid 
growth is provided for by the protein in the 
does milk, but this milk must have the 
quality and quantity necessary to properly 
raise the family.

PROTECT DEFOLIATED TREES. 
“Many trees are being defoliated by 
Srasshoppers and by the red spider at the 


present time,” says T. D. Urbanus, field 


entomologist of the California State De- 
pariment of Agriculture. “Besides pre- 
venting the development of fruit wood,” he 
declares, this defoliation stops circulation 
of sap and exposes the tree to sunscal 
which may cause permanent injury to the 
trunk and framework of the tree. The de- 
feliated trees should, therefore, be thor- 
oughly whitewashed and the tops sprayed 
with whitewash at least on the solth and 
west exposures.” Mr. Urbanus gives the 
following formula for whitewash: Lime. 
15 pounds; tallow, 2 pounds; water to 
make it fow well and where grasshoprers 


are still present add a couple of pounds of 
bitter aloes. -

Another good indication to use in select- 
ing those hens which stop laying early is 
molting, as the beng that start to molt early 
—that is, m July and August—are usually 
the poorest producers. 

While a hen which has molted most of 
her feathers is very easy to pick out by 
sight without exemination, the only way 
to ascertain accurately when the hens be- 
gin to molt is to handle them. Before the 


great number you will find short pin fea- 
thers growing thickly on the back and in 
the breast, indicating that these hens have 
started to molt and probably have stopped 
laying if their combs and general l 
ance indicate non production. The pe 
bones are also helpful in making this test 
as these two bones tend to close up when 
the hen stops laying. If the spread be- 
tween these bones measures two fingers or 
less the probability is that the hen is not 
laying, while if the spread is greater, to- 
gether with other indieations mentioned, 
she is probably laying.

This is all very well for 
the future of the rabbit industry in the mat- 
ter of producing large animals, but large, 
flabby, overfed does are generally low in vi- 
tality, and are notoriously poor mothers. 
Does that have been crowded with fat for 
exhibition purposes do not make as good 
mothers as normal does which have re- 
ceived an abundance of green feed. Exer- 
ag and green feed is the keynote to nurs 


ing conditions. 

a doe is not nournished properly, 
she will rob her own body to provide food 
for her fast growing litter, and if forced to 
produce two or three litters when fed a 
badly balanced ration, her end as a pro- 
ducer is near at hand. 

If the doe is unable to handle seven 
young, it is imperative that two or more be 
taken from her, for it is better to have 
four or five well-nourished rabbits than six 
or seven lean, ted specimens.

FISH MEAL HAS A 
HIGH OIL CONTENT. 


The gastronomic potentialities of fish has 


added another course to the daily diet of 


the hog. This course is in the form of fish 
meal, a refined byproduct made from sound, 
wholesome raw material of the canneries. 


Do not confuse fish meal with fish scrap, 
which is a much coarser byproduct used for 
fertilizer. Formerly, al] cannery waste was 
made into scrap, but now the clean, sound 
portion is ground to a fine, palatable meal 
of extremely high protein and oil content, 
and may be used to replace tankage in the 
rations of hogs, poultry and dairy cattle. 

The feeding value of the meal is equal 
to high-grade tankage and its method of 
preparation has removed the disagreeable 
features of formerly prepared fish rations. 

Wxperiments with fish meal thus far have 
not tainted the flesh of any animals to 
which it has been fed. 

The rancher by feeding this product to 
his animals instead of directly depositing 
it on his land, gets the benefit of its food 
value and also the fertilizer from his anl- 
mals. In this manner two profits accrue 
from the material so fed.

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BY LACK OF MOISTURE.

Trouble with peach trees, commonly de- 
scribed by the owners of affected orchards 
as a “gum disease,” and characterized by 
gum exuding from trunks, branches and 
fruit and by the decaying of fruit before 
ripening seems to be prevalent this season 
througheut the deciduous section of Cal 
fornia. it is not a gum disease im the sense 
of a tree being attacked by an organism 
ca gum to exude, but is undoubtedly 
a physiological disorder. 

It is definitely known that the trouble is 
due to drought injury during an extended 
dry period. The rainfall during the two 
seasons previous to last season was far 
below crop requirements, and the result 
was that the subsoils became dried out. 
Rainfall during the past season was about

EVERY FARMER HIS ° 
OWN “MIDDLEMAN.” 


By R. T. LYANS. 


Few farmers and stock-raisers give the 
matter of saleemanship stifficient thought. 
They seem to think all that is necessary is 


to look only after the production end of, 


their business. While it is generally be- 
Heved that the farmer who produces in the 
most economice!l manner a certain crop, or 
the breeder who produces a hog or steer 
that will put on the greatest gain at the 
least cost, is the most successful man in 
the business. it should be borne in mind 
that the final 2a ce in determining that 
producer's success is whether de possesses 
the salesmaniike ability te advantageously 
@istribute his product te the consumer. 
This matter of salesmanship is comitg 
more and more to be the determining fac- 
tor of a producers ability to succeed. 


Right now the country fs bemoaning the 
bigh cost of almost every article of everr- 
day consumption and cries of “profiteer” 
are heard on every band. It seems that Mit- 
tle has been accomplished towards ferret- 
ing out and prosecuting this monster, and it 
has been susgested many times that unless 
we do something Son to eradicate this 
growing evil the time will soon come when 
famine will stalk the land, owing to the ins- 
bility of the preducer to make both ends 
meet in the face of existing injustice. The 
producer will eventually quit rather than 
preduce at less then cost. only to see his 
product sold later fer a fabulous price. The 
only fact that the consumer pays almost 
double the production cost forces as to de- 
lieve that the cost of distribution is all out 
of proportion 

The middieman is undoubiedly te blame 
for the high cost of living, but whe is this 
middleman’? le it the wholesaler or the re- 
taller? Both share the blame: at least 
many instances can be cited in proof of 
such an assertion. It seems, however, that 
we might go a step further and say the 
grower can partly blame himself for the 
fact that he does not get what is coming to 
him as a producer. “Impossible.” says the 
producer. Rut wait. 

Suppose the producer who js about ready 
to harvest a fine crop should let this fact 
be known to the general public a few days 
in advance’? If the crop be apples. tet him 
advertise the fact: if it be dressed poultry. 
let him make it known: if it be hogs either 
on foot or as fresh pork or saus 
let him announce the fact. 

“But,” be says. “this is out of my ne of 
business. I would rather give the job to the 
packer.” 

All right, then. the packer becomes one 
of the grower's hired men and must be paid 
accordingly. The middleman becomes a 
hired man and demands a profit which is 
called exorbitant. Here comes in the over- 
head expense. which, added to fhe cost of 
production, makes the product so costly te 
the consumer. 

Why should not the farmer discharge 
some of this hich-priced help over which 
he has no control and spend some of the 
saving in bringing before the consumer the 
fact that he has a finished product at his 
place which can be obtained at a figure be- 
tow the market quotation? Would this plan 
bring buyers’ 

Cases have come to the writer atten- 
tion where whole crops fave been deliv- 
ered to the consumer, bringing almest dou- 
ble the profit which would have been made 
by the common custom of handling. The 
transportation problem has been reduced 
by the automobile to a minimum, and in

The simplest, cheapest and 
best way is through the use of dry sulphur 
with some uptodate dust sprayer. 

To proceed, fill the tank with g good grade 
of fine dry sulphur. Keep on the windy 
side of the tree so that the sulphur cloud 
will de driven through the tree, covering 
every part of the leaf and its branches with 
a coating of very fine sulphur dust. Push 
the discharge pipe through the foliage and 
blow a shot or two into the interior of the 
tree, moving the pipe to spread the cloud 
thoroughly. Next put a shot or two along 
the bottom of the tree outside, swinging 
the discharge pipe horizontally to distrib- 
ute the sulphur over the greatest possible 
area. Then begin at one side and with 
swinging strokes of the discharge pipe 
sweep the sulphur cloud from the bottom 
to the top of the tree, swinging the pipe ver- 
tically. Fife or or ' strokes will suffice to 
completely envelop quite large trees. Work 
at a little distance from the tree to allow 
the dust cloud to spread. Do not be afraid 
that you are not &etting enough sulphur on 
the peach trees. The great trouble is to 
avoid getting too much. A great quantity 
of sulphur on the tree*is neither desirable 
nor beneficial. The ideal condition fs the 
thinnest possible coating of very fine sul- 
phur—so thin and fine as to be almost in- 
visible. 

Having given your peach trees a thorough 
dusting, vou are safe for five or six days. 
Then you must dust again. Repeat — 
you have made four dustings—with inter- 
vals of five or six days between. By this 
means you will keep peach trees under 
active killing sulphur fumes for a period of 
twenty days or more, thereby allowing time 
for all the eg&s to hatch and for the spiders 
to be destroyed at the tenderest period of 
their lives, which is on emergence from the 
egg. The necessity for these repeated dust- 
ings is found in the fact that the sulphur 
loses its active fuming properties after five 
or six days’ exposure to the atmosphere. 
Therefore, it becomes necessary to renew 
the sulphur in order to produce killing 
fumes of sulphur, either wet or dry. 

Do not wall for wet weather. Du 
wet trees is one of the many mistakes 
moisture such as fog or 
saturates the sulphur, causing it to cake 

and harden on the leaves, thereby destroy-

eellent fumigation results and clean orch- 
ards, says H. J. Ryan, Los Angeles county 
horticultural commissioner. 

The consistent warm ‘weathér of the 
latter part of July and the first two weeks 


of August was responsible for a heavy 
natural mortality of newly hatched scale, 
particularly in the central and eastern dis- 
tricts of Los Angeles county. The heat 
also hastened the hatching period in all 
sections so that the fumigators will find 
pvery little off-hatch with which to contend. 
More growers are coming to know that 
orchard fumigation, when the scale is at 
its lowest ebb, as after a warm, summer, is 
a very wise investment and that preven- 
tion in this case is worth a great deal more 
than cure. Night Inspector J. B. Perret has 
been in the field making rounds of the 
fumigating out@ts since August 1 and re- 
ports crews at work in all districts.

HE California rancher uses more me 
Chanical power per acre than any 
other rancher in the world. This is 
the State of power farming. 

Electric motors, stationary engines and 
tractors totaling over 600,000 horse power 
are used by the California farmer. Me- 
chanical power is peculiarly adapted to the 


type of agriculture followed in this State. 
The working season is long, there being 
no time during the entire year when the 
tractor cannot be used. Many of the large 
grain ranches find it possible to do prac- 
tically all of their cultivating, planting and 
harvestiag with the tractor.

In fact, when the job of the farmer in 
California is analyzed, we are somewhat 


tempted to call him an engineer.“ In the 
majority of instances where the rancher | 
can influence the success or faflure of his | 


crops, it is his engineering ability: that is, ’ 


his ability to properly choose, operate and 
maintain his complicated equipment, which 
epells failure or success. Unless the ranch- | 
er can care for the ordinary ailments 
of a gas engine, he cannot spray his orchard 
or vinevard. Unless he can grind the 
valves, adjust the bearings and find ignition 
troubles on his tractor, he will find it an 
expensive luxury instead of a faithful serv- 
ant. 


Even in the use of horses the Californian 
has learned that the use of six, eight or ten- 
horse teams are more officient than the 
more common practices of the Kast where 
two or three animals are used.

CURRANT GRAPES A 
PROMISING NEW CROP, 


The best varieties of currant grapes 
be made to p regular and good 
in the raisin-grape sections of California. It 
was formerly believed that these grapes, na- 
tive in Greece, could not be successfully 
grown in this country. Grape specialists!“ 
‘have demonstrated, however, that when cer- 
tain precautions are observed, there is no 
real difficulty in securing good vields. 

The Untied States annually imports about 
24,000,000 pounds of dried currants from 
Greece. This supply. the specialists 
can be produced in this country largely in 
wine-grape regions of California and the 
product will be superior to the imported 
one.

The two essential points are that currant 
grapes must be grafted on phylloxera-resist- 
ant sticks congenial to them and the vines 
must be thoroughly ridged while they are 
in bloom. The latter operation is accom: 
plished by making two parallel tncisions 
through the bark and cambium layer entire- 
ly around the trunks, arms, or canes of the 
vines, and thoroughly removing the bark 
and cambium between the two parallel cuts. 
Uniess the ringing is done at the proper 
time the blooms fall and only a partial crop 
of grapes is set. 

Drying experiments made “by the depart- 
ment spectalists in the Fresno cooperative 
experiment Vineyard show that the grapes 
can be satisfactorily dried on woodén trays 
and that the objectionable Greek method 
of drying them on a sun-baked paste of cow 
manure spread on the ground is not neces- 
sary. The fruit should be exposed to the 
sun ordinarily only one and never longer 
than two days. After one or two days’ ex 
posure to the sun the trays are stacked one 
on top of another with wooden strips be 
tween and the drying process is completed 
fa,about fifteen days:
